Zoom! Enrollment has_ sky- 
rocketed to a startling 25% in- 
crease for the fall semester, ac- 
cording to George Herron, dean 
of admissions and records. 


Statistics Thursday morning 
showed 5460 students had com- 
pleted paper work for registra- 
tion, a total well over the esti- 
mated 5200. 


Saturday’s figures, Sept. 12, 
revealed a total of 4917 students 
had registered. 


“Through the combined efforts 
of the total staff, registration 
proceeded with few problems,” 
said SAC president John E. 
Johnson. 


First day confusion, according 
to Dr. Johnson, resulted from 
the usual “unfamiliarity with the 
campus, rooms without numbers 
and the congested parking prob- 
lem, but by noon things had fair- 
ly settled down.” 

Dean Herron said 237 students 
completed registration by Mon- 
day, boosting attendance to 5154. 
This is well over final figures 
handed to El Don for the fall

Political Apathy

“Today there is a great deal of 
apathy aniong the older genera- 
tion,” sighed Dave Whitney, his 
forehead crinkling thoughtfully. 
“It’s important for youth, tomor- 
row’s leaders, to know all that’s 
possible about polities.” 

Whitney’s summer project was 
attending a week-long seminar on 
anti-communism, sponsored by 
the Intercollegiate Society of In- 
dividualists. 

Held this year at St. Mary’s 
College in San Francisco, the 
seminar was started in 1953 to 
introduce conservative thinking 
to college students. It was pat- 
terned after classes promoted by 
the liberals in the 1930’s. 

Thirty students from the West- 
ern states attended. They were 
chosen on the basis of their ac- 
tivities in conservative circles, 
student leadership, and answers 
given on questionnaires. 

Classes covered the four basic 
fields of history, economics, phil- 
osophy, and politics. 

Each of the six lecturers held 
doctorate degrees; three were 
former members of White House 
staffs and two were previously 
advisers to foreign countries. 

“I gained the attitude of dig- 
ging deep into a subject and plac- 
ing reason over action,” Whitney 
remarked. 

Earlier this summer Whitney, 
a sophomore, received a scholar- 
ship to attend the Washington, 
D.C. School of Anti-Communism. 


He sadly refused, for he was at- . 


tending summer school at SAC. 

How did Whitney’s interest in 
“One night a 
friend of mine from SAC drop- 
ped in and along about midnight 
we started talking politics. We 
stopped at five the next morn- 
ing.”’ 

Since then Whitney has join- 
ed the Young Republicans, of 
which he was precinct. chairman 
last semester, and Young Ameri- 
cans for Freedom. 

He became interested in John 
Schimtz’s campaign for state 
senate and offered to help. He is 


now.an assistant to Dick Murphy, 


who is Schmitz’s campaign man- 
ager. — 

Whitney has moved quickly up 
the political ladder. He is now 
Youth for Goldwater chairman 
for Orange County. ° 

A political science major, the, 
handsome six-footer plans to con- 
tinue studies at UCLA with a, 
minor in international relations 
and a background in economics. 

Whitney graduated from Santa 
Ana High where he “didn’t know 
the difference ,between a Re- 
publican and a Democrat!” 

After high school he joined 
the Navy, so his political inter- 
ests didn’t develop until he was 
21 years old. 

The greatest problem today, 
Whitney feels, is the meager 
role politics plays in daily life. 
“College students are all gung- 
ho on politics, but later they fall 
into the apathetic masses,” la- 
ments Whitney. 

“College youths should join 
some political or study group — 
something to use as a spring- 
board,” he continued. 

“It’s healthy to talk politics as 
long as you look at both sides 
of the situation. Too many people 
today take just a superficial at- 
titude.”
